He said: "Some people have na- 


tures of stone, and falling on others 
crush them down.

We cannot 


keep our boys locked up 
in the 


churches. 
We are compelled to send 


them out on the streets. They must 
mingle iti the marts of trade.

are men who use vulgarity and pro- 
fanity who are professionals in that 
line and are very adept in destroying 
the character of the young men with 
their corrupting influences. 


"Language is OHD of the grandest 


agencies for the propagation ot truth, 
and it was never intended that false- 
hood and vulgarity should be propa- 
gated by speech. 


Christ never'uttered a word or sent 


a message that was in any way de- 
grading. God has dedicated speech to 
a higher and h&lier purpose. 


"Speech has been lifted up into the 


regions of purity, but the little boy, 
inaocent in speech, soon becomes per- 
fect in vulgarity and profanity when 
placed under the influence of these 
walking colleges of foulness. 
" 'Men are to be held responsible 


for every idle word,' says the scrip- 
ture. Those who deal mostly in vul- 
garity and obscene sayings are idlers 
who have nothing else to do but use 
their tongues..

: A composed the skirmish line, as us- 


ual, and were trapped by the Span- 
iards. As we came near where the 
enemy were supposed to be, the line 
•was halted and assembled as a means 
of protecting ourselves. 
Colonel Coit 


was looking for their position from a 
house a little in our advance, when 
our company was fired on by the ene- 
my in ambush some 300 or 400 yards 
in front and on our right flank. 
We 


could not retreat without bringing off 
our colonel; so both companies were 
ordered to the rescue. 
Company A 


responded with only thirty-five men, 
of whom the writer was one, I am 
proud to say. 
After joining 
the 


colonel we sought shelter'150 yards to 
the rear, receiving orders to hold our 
position, forlorn as it seemed to be, 


. against an enemy whose numbers we 


could not reckon. The colonel soon 
changed his mind, for we were right 
flanked by the Spaniards in great 
shape. 
We were under continual fire 


for over two hours from, I should 
judge, 500 rifles. 
We. could not lo- 


cate the enemy, owing to their using 
smokeless powder and being concealed 
in 
a thick undergrowth. 
Finally 
: some of the stragglers having gotten 


- back to'camp at Guayama, reinforce- 


ments arrived, accompanied by the 
dynamite guns of Company IT, which 
soon sent the Spaniards over the hills 
in great confusion. 
And I would say 


I never heard a more welcome sound 
than the bursting of those dynamite 
shells in the Spanish camp. 
They 


t" did not fire a shot after the 
bursting 


of the first dynamite shell in their 
midst. I was in the thickest of the 
one-sided fight. Five men were shot 
on our side—two by my side. We were 
standing up against the bank of the 
road, ;\V. J. Edgmgton on my left 
and right against me. 
On his left 


and dressed closely was the interpre- 
ter, both ofi whom were shot. 
The 


.only wonder to mo. is how I escaped, 
as Edgington was shot clear through 
sideways, but not/ killed.''
